Sweeley wrote, "It Is my opinion that a purported declaration of candidacy is not such in 
fact or law, unless it is signed by the minimum number of electora in the precinct In which

voters re-ildlng within the county of 
the ptirty of Vi-hlch the candidate Is 
a member." 

Taken From Ballot 
Wednesday morning, Bulles con- 
ferred furtlier with Sweeley and 
was advised to remove from the 
Ullots tho nomes oL4cwll L, Ahlln 
and Lynn Stewart as Republican 
candidates for committeemen of 
Twin Palls precincts No, I and 13 
reapectlvoly. 



Dullts also was advised to accept 
other pctlUons at their face value 
unless complaints were rceclved on 
specific peUUons or unltw It ap- 
peared other peUtlona did not havo 
five valid signatures. In thonc cosca, 
Bulles was directed to check Uie 
pcUtlons thoroughly and remove the 
names of the condldi^tcs from tho

Since ho formerly was Tito's 
Information (iirector, Mr. Raditsa knows the 
situation. Probably no writer In this country 
who can spenk freely and honestly knows it 
any better. 

But it Is not necessary to riRrce with him 
without thinklnR. Even when one dL^counts 
the great dl.stance that makes all Issues seem 
clear-cut, hl.i opinion .itlll seems logical. 

Tlto'5 osslgTiment apparently haa been to 
Indaitrlalize as well tus communize 
country. YuBoalavla is a vulnerable outer 
^ bastion of the communist empire. It la poor 
ond backward, aadly lacking In the atrcnRth 
and aelf-sufflclency that would be needed 
If war threatened 

But since thc kreipUn has rung down the 
Iron curtain "between Its step-children and 
the west, Yugoslavia has had to turn to Rus- 
sia for help she must have In her start to- 
ward fltrcngth, self-sufficiency and Indus- 
trlalieatlon. She has needed money, machin- 
ery, transportation and other essential ma^ 
terials, not only for factories but for farms. 

No country's Industry can be RTcat or even 
odoriuate without a big labor force. And 
as this country's history shows. It cannot 
have that labor force until less and less 
people are raislnft more and more food with 
the help of machinery and scientific farm^ 
Ing. thus releasing worker.i to Industry. Nor 
can a country he Industrially powerful If It 
ia not able to trade freely. 

Yugo.slavla's farms are ill-et]ulpped^nd her 
farmers are stubbornly unco-operatlve. And 
If reports out of Russia arc tnio. the Soviet's 
don't have enouRh of anything but land and 
labor themselves. They can't give their satel- 
lites like YuBoslavia the help that they need, 
and they won't let the puppet dictators look 
ebewhere for help. 

It aocms small wonder, then, that Tito was 
Biting the krcmlln gospel a rather free trans- 
lation in hi.-! effort to put his country on her 
fset. His Tain and pompous way of going 
about It may have Irritated the krcmlln al-. 
most as much as his boldne.<a But the Soviet 
leaders seem to have little cause to doubt 
.that Tito still professes their own ruthliua, 
tjrannlcal faith.

Apparently nobody of consequence pro- 
posed seriously that we back down on our 
agreement to make the loan. The matter Just 
got caught In a bit of political Jockeying that 
some, undoubtedly of suspicious mind, think 
was aimed at Influencing the Republicans' 
choice of a presidential candidate. 

The big site for the U. N. capltol has been 
acquired, and cleared and Is waitins for con-- 
atnictlon crews. Until the money is provided, 
It waits In mute reproach of congre.'a. 

In the first place It was not utterly vital 
that the United Nations make their home In 
this country, and It mattered much less 
, whether it was In New York or cLiewhere. 
Once the U. 3. w;i3 selected, however, a 
specific site for the capltol acquired, ond »he 
loan promised. It became very vital that we 
make good. It seems desirable that the U. ll 's 
WTsrk bo carried on In the relatively demo- 
cratic atmosphere, of a country like ours, but 
that la a secondary consideration. 

The United Nations has had some toujh 
sledding. Oversold by Its enthusiastic parti- 
sans. It has been utterly unable to do things 
expected of It but for which it never was 
fitted. The world peace and unity that It was
